First Part of Float Passed Safely, But 
Latter Part Received Full Force 
of the Fire. 


MISTAKEN FOR ENEMY’S BOATSP 


Hull, Eng.. Oct. 23.—A M. Jackson & 
Company, solicitors for the owners of 
fifty Hull fishing boats, have notified 
the foreign office and’ admiralty of an 
attack on the Hull fishing fleet by the 
Russian second Pacific fleet, commonly 
designated as the Baltic squadron (com¬ 
manded by Vice Admiral Rojestven- 
«ky). 

The official information Is that short¬ 
ly after midnight Friday the Russian 
squadron fell in with the Hull fishing 
fleet In the North Sea. The first por¬ 
tion of the fishing fleet passed safely. 
Then the Russian snips turned their 
searchlights on the British vessels for 
some time and a little later opened 
fire.

Wounded Placed On Mission Ship. 


Will Be Regarded As Act of War 
Unless Explanation Is Made. 

London. Oct. 24.—Foreign Minister 
Lansdowne and M. Benckendorff, the 
Russian Ambassador, both were out of 
town yesterday, and all the Government 
offices In London w*ere closed, as usual 
on Bunday; theiefore no official view 
could be gleaned of the firing by Rus¬ 
sian war vessels upon a British fishing 
fleet In the North Sea. 

The first reports of the affair received 
In London v*ere regarded as almost in¬ 
credible. When, however, cumulative 
evidence no longer left any doubt of 
the general accuracy of the reports, as¬ 
tonishment became bewilderment as to* 
whnt possible motive could have led * 
Russian officers Into such an extraor¬ 
dinary and inexplicable course of ac¬ 
tion, which, unlew a satisfactory ex¬ 
planation Is forthcoming, could only be 
regarded as an act of war. This is the 
view* taken editorially by all of the 
morning papers. 

The worst feature of the story, as 
viewed here, is the heartlessnees dis¬ 
played by the Russian fleet in stealing 
away without taking the trouble to as¬ 
certain even whether their fire had In¬ 
flicted any damage and without any 
effort to rescue the victim*. 

While eliminating the necessity of a 
suspension of judgment for Investiga¬ 
tion and explanation, the morning 
newspapers are unanimous in demand- , 
Ing that the Government Instruct Am-| 
bassador H&rdlnge to make the strong- ; 
em representations lo the St. Peters-1 
burg Government, and obtain repara- | 
tion and apology and assurances of i 
the Russian Pacific tleei’s go d behavior 
fer the future. It is held that the omis¬ 
sion of the Russian fleet to stay its 
course down the channel to offer any 
explanation, makes the case look ex¬ 
ceedingly grave; snd the only possible 
solution of the mystery that has been 1 
suggeFtefi is that, excited by rumors 
recently spread of Japan’s Intention® on j 
the Pacific squadron In the event of i-La | 
sailing, the Russian gunners yielded to 
panic and supposed that th*> trawlers’ 
rockets were signals of an enemy’s fleet. 

In view of the decision in the Allan- 
ton case. It is regarded as quite impos¬ 
sible that the St. Petersburg authorities 
can be in any way responsible for the 
Incident. 

Considering the circumstances In the 
case, the newspapers treat the matter 
with commendable calmness, but are 
Ann in demands for immediate satisfac-* 
tlon. The Chronicle says: 

"The next twenty-four hours must 
settle It one way or the other. Only two 
modes of settlement are poslble. Either 
explanation, apology and generous com¬ 
pensation to the victims’ families, or an 
ultimatum.’* 

The Standard says: 

"An explanation should be promptly 
and sternly demanded for the Intoler¬ 
able outrage. The Russian Government 
should be informed that it Is expected to 
recall its ill-starred squadron, first 
In order that proper Investigation may 
be held, and •econd. to keep it out of 
harm’s way for the future." 

The skippers of the Moulmeln find 
Mlno. J. Smith and Solicitor Jackson, 
arrived in London at 3 o’clock this 
mr»r*’»** but l>eyond confirming the 
previous story* they declined to sav any¬ 
thing before consulting the authorities. 

Inquiries at Devonport last night 
showed that no special naval move¬ 
ment had been reported and that Ad¬ 
miral Seymour had no official news of 
the outrage. Admiral Freemantle in 
the course of an interview* said he was 
unable to believe that It was the Baltic 
fleet which fired on the Hull fisher¬ 
men. but If so, he added, nothing but 
the mo3t complete apology would be 
satisfactory.

wa* found to-day in an abandoned 
Xurm house a few miles from Valley 
Forge. In connection with the murder 
six men belonging to a party of gypsies 
were arrested by Chief of Police Carter, 
of Phoenixvllle. and several Consta¬ 
bles. and after an exciting time were 
lodged In the Jail at that place. Only 
the courage and quick action of the 
police saved the prisoners from being 
roughly handled by a large crowd of 
excited people. 

Th* child, wag picked up Friday even¬ 
ing by a pArty of men who were driv¬ 
ing through the town in two covered 
wagons, A boy saw them take the 
child, but before he could attract any 
one’s attention to pursue the kidnapers 
they disappeared.

Slain With a Club. 


All day yesterday and last night 
searching parties were out trying to 
trace the wagons, but without success. 
This morning while three men were In 
the woods gathering chestnuts they ac¬ 
cidentally came across the body of the 
boy. Nearby lay a club with hair and 
blood on It. The authorities were quick¬ 
ly notified, and the entire police force 
of Phoenlxvllle and vicinity started out 
iu search of gypsy bands. During the 
afternoon one party came across a com¬ 
pany of them and took them Into cus¬ 
tody. They ore Henry and Robert 
Wells. Michael and Barney Dougherty, 
Samuel Rigler und Oeorge Wolverton. 
They denied any knowledge of the 
crime. 

The report that several gypsies had 
been arrested no sooner spread through 
Phoenlxvllle loan hundreds of men and 
women gathered along the streets. As 
the prisoners were brought through the 
streets there were cries of “Lynch 
them!” “Burn them!” The officers drew* 
revolver* and kept the angry crowd 
back. At the lockup a large crowd was 
gathered, and the officers had difficulty 
In getting their prisoners through the 
threatening mob Into the Jail. The 
prisoner* were badly frightened.

Owing to the successful 
operation of the lines to Georgetown 
and Paris. Mr. Alexander la looked 
upon by the people of this city a* the 
man to build the roads and every en¬ 
couragement will be given him. It 1* 
understood that he will meet Mr. Davis 
in Cleveland thia week when an agree¬ 
ment may be reached btween them.

Soil Rich In Phosphate. 


After several months of thorough 
study the chemists of the Experimental 
Station at the Kentucky State College 
have pronounced the soil of Fayette 
county to be rich In phosphate, and 
under the analysts It was found that 
the ore In some places contained 30 
per cent, phosphate, which up to the 
standard of the phosphate bed* of Ten¬ 
nessee. The first discovery was made 
during the excavation for the founda¬ 
tion for the new Security Trust Com¬ 
pany building at the corner of Short 
end Mill streets. This building 1* built 
on a phosphate bed so rich that the 
phosphate could have been mined from 
it in paying quantities. The bed, how¬ 
ever. was not laige and the site entirely 
too valuable to permit of Its being 
mined. The analysis of the soil taken 
from several farms In this and ad¬ 
joining counties show phosphate In 
paying quantities.

BEWARE OF SUBSTITUTIONS 


Washington, Oct. 23.—It wa* stated 
authoritatively- to-day that the purpose 
of the Emperor of Japan 1* sending on 
a visit to this country hi* adopted 
brother, Hls Imperial Highness Prince 
Fushlml, who will reach Pan Francisco 
about the middle of November. 1* to 
strengthen by every appropriate mean# 
the traditional friendship between the 
United States and Japan. Mr. Kogoro 
Takahlra, the Japanese Minitser at 
Washington, In a conversation at tho 
legation to-night with & correspondent 
of the Associated Press, said: 

“When a person of dignity travels In 
a foreign country. It 1* almost always 
the case that the occasion la used to 
start some speculation in regard to the 
object of euch Journey. So I do not ex¬ 
pect that the exception should be made 
of the vlelt of hi* Imperial highness 
alone. But to attrtbute It to the *o- 
called change In American feeling, as 
represented by some newspaper*, la en¬ 
tirely a ‘guess’ from wild imagination. 
The Prince’s visit to this country was 
originally brought Into consideration as 
long ago as last spring, hut ns It was a 
part of hla objeot to see the World’s 
Fair at St. Louis, It was considered ad¬ 
visable to defer It until the autumn, 
wrhen the exhibits would be In a more 
complete form for observation, and for 
that reason this time whs chosen for 
hi* visit, but there is, of course, no 
question about the principal object of 
hi* vUdt being to strengthen thereby the 
tie of genuine friendship so happily ex¬ 
isting be tween the United States and 
Japan In a most appropriate manner, 
but not In such patchwork fashion os 
ha* been reported in some quarters. 

“HL» highness will maintain hls own 
official status a* Imperial Prince only , 
at Washington and St. Louis, but in all 
other cities he will travel Incognito. 
This Is another evidence that he la not 
coming here* to start a ’boom,’ as ha* 
been repomed. After his visit to the 
World’* Fair, where he will be much In¬ 
terested to see that wonderful display 
of American genius and energy, he will 
visit the educational, commercial and 
Industrial center* of this country, such 
as Boston* Philadelphia. Pittsburg, Chi¬ 
cago, etc., to study the true causes of 
the growing greatness of the United 
States and also of the legitimate in¬ 
fluence of this gTeat republic In the 
Far East. 

“As to the so-called change in the 
American sentiment toward Japan so 
often alluded to recently In some news¬ 
papers, I do not feel It at all. It may 
be because I have not ‘been subject to 
a fit of nervousness for some tlrne that 
I do not feel such a change. If there is 
any. But In my opinion, so long as 
Japan hasmothlng in her motive or ac¬ 
tion to reflect on her that may be con¬ 
sidered prejudlcal to the legitimate In¬ 
terest of all nations she has no fear 
of losing the friendship ot any people, 
and even If there nhould occur some 
deviation in thi* sentiment through 
misunderstanding or on account of mis¬ 
chievous agencies, such misunderstand¬ 
ing soon must disappear, inasmuch as 
thore Is no real ground for It* existence. 
We are not afraid of any such misun¬ 
derstanding. but w’e Impllcity rely upon 
the keen Intelligence and good sens© 
of the American j*eople for a correct 
Judgment of our cause, and position." 

Mr. Pierce, the third assistant Sec¬ 
retary of State, and Mr. Takahlra are 
now preparing the programme for the 
entertainment of th© prince. High honor 
will be chow’n the distilngulehed mem 
ber of the royal house and In addition 
to a dinner by the President at the 
White House, there will be a round of 
official entertainments in hls honor. It 
is probable that the prince’s tour will 
Include a visit to West Point, as his 
hlghneaB 1* keenly Interested In mili¬ 
tary matters, having already fought 
with distinction In the Far Eastern war.

Andrew Carnegie D-rop* a Hint For 
the Benefit of President 
Roosevelt. 


New York. Oct 23.—The Rt. Hon. 
John Morley, the English statesman | 
and nuthor. arrived to-day on the 
fitoumer i’eltic. During hi* stay in thia , 
city Mr. Moriey will be Andrew Carne¬ 
gie's guest. 

When Mr. Carnegie, who also arrived 
on the Celtic, was Informed that money | 
I* needed to maintain the peace palace 
at The Hague, he said: 

”I have nothing to do with that. Ther e 
Is a convention between the Power* to 
maimain It. and they should not find 
any trouble In raising $100,000/' 

Orf the question of calling a p?ace 
conference, he said: 

“Lot u* not call a peace conference 
now, when two nations are struggling 
In awful battle. Such an action of 
President Roosevelt would be a grea* 
error, and would not be looked upon 
with favor In Europe.” 

Turning to Mr. Morley. he asked; 

“Don’t you agree with me, Mr. Mor¬ 
ley, that Mr. Roo8e\*olt ha* taken a 
strong hold on the Imagination of the 
English people 7“ 

“Yes, Mr. Carnegie,” was the reply, 
“1 agree with you.” 

Mir. Morley will make hi* first and 
only address while In thl* country In 
Pittsburg on November 3, before the 
Iron and Steel Institute. 

“I visited this interesting country 
thirty-five years ago. I have made my 
life since then, and I expect to find a 
completely new country,” he sold. “I 
know every minute that I am here wilt 
be Intensely Interesting. I want to see 
your tail buildings which are so pic¬ 
turesque end I want to see your ele¬ 
vated railways. England Is, of course, 
Interested in your political situation, 
and, naturally. I, as every Liberal, have 
a great admiration for American insti¬ 
tutions. I have been corresponding with 
President Roosevelt, and I have a very 
great regard for him. Pre»id«nt Roose¬ 
velt Is one of your men of letter?, but 
also combines practical polltlca* and 
statesmanship.** * 

Qn the question of expansion, Mr. 
Morley said that he was very much ad¬ 
verse to lecturing any nation. H© add¬ 
ed: 

“It Is much easier to get into ex¬ 
ternal expansion than to get out or it 

“Ail over England and the* province? 
there is a growing good feeling toward 
America. Every Briton ndmlres Amer¬ 
ica and her Institutions." . 

Mr. Morley will remain In America 
until at least the last of November. He 
leaves the city to-morrow for Canada.

But the Proposed Southern Railuwiy 
Cut Off Would Leave Atlanta 

In the Cold. * * 


Birmingham, Ala., Oct. 23.—[Special.J 
—The proposition of S. M. Inrrmn, a di¬ 
rector of the Southern railway, that 
that company buJM a short cut from 
Gainesville, Ga.. on its main line east 
of Atlanta, to Rome, Ga., there to con¬ 
nect with the old Rome and Decatur 
road, which the Southern owns, is being 
received with great favor In North Ala¬ 
bama and especially here. Such a short 
cut would shorten the distance from 
Birmingham to the East by at least two 
hours, as the Southern would then di¬ 
vert its through train* from the East 
at Gainesville and come West via Horn* 
and Attalla, Ala., using the Alabama 
Great Southern railroad from Attalla 
to Birmingham, th© Southern control- 
tng the Alabama Great Southern."

RUSSIAN CASUALTIES 


Are Estimated To Exceed 60,000 Up 
To October 22. 

Toklo, Oct. 23. 9 a. in.—Manchurian 
headquarters reporting by telegraph 
yesterday say that the number of Rus¬ 
sian dead found on the battlefield and 
interred up to October 22 makes a to¬ 
tal of 10.550. Upon this total, Russian 
casualties are estimated to exceed 60.- 
000 . The Japanese captured a total of 
forty-five guru* during the Khahke ope¬ 
ration*. The report of the Manchurian 
headquarter# follows: 

“The enumerated spoil* etc., of the 
battle of Shahke follows: 

“Prisoners, about M 0 ; enemy’s dead 
left on the field. 10,650: 43 guns. 37 am¬ 
munition wagons. 6,920 shells, 5.474 
rifles, 78,000 small arms, ammunition, 
number swords, shovels, axesiand tents. 
Besides the enumerated property, the 
uncounted property, oxtending over 2 a 
miles, will reach an enormous quantity. 

“The enemy’s dead Is being Interred 
with military honors. 

“According to the number of dead, 
the Russian casualties are estimated at 
over 60,000.” 


RUSSIAN BALTIC FLEET 

Passes Dover In Three Sections and 
Later Passes Eastbourne. 

T^oudon, Oct. 23.—The Russian Pacific 
(Baltic) fleet, comprising seven battle¬ 
ships and four cmiserp. passed Dover 
In three sections between 6 o’clock this 
morning and 2 o’clock this afternoon, 
and later passed Eastbourne. They 
were watched by a large crowd from 
shore. Nothing has been seen of the 
torpedo flotlllu. which, however, may 
have passed during the night, as Lloyds 
at noon reported four Russian torpedo 
boats passing 8 t. Catherine's Point, 
“apparently boarding a steamer bound 
east.” 

A dispatch from Cherbourg reports 
that three Russian torpedo boats, es¬ 
corted by the volunteer cruiser Korea, 
are moored In the roudstead there to 
take coal, water, etc. 


Enforcement Postponed. 

Pekin, Oct. 23. Evening.—The enforce¬ 
ment of the foreign trade mark regis¬ 
tration act. which was to have come 
Into effect to-day. hoe been Indefinitely 
postponed. 


A dispatch from Pekin, October 20, 
says that the act was regarded as un¬ 
satisfactory by the commercial com¬ 
munities of Shanghai and Tien Tsln. 

The scale of fees was regarded as too 
elfll»orate and the fees toheniBelves as too 
heavy. The Governments of Grerut Brit¬ 
ain and the United States approved the 
draft of the measure, which was largely 
of Japanese construction, without, it is 
Alleged, adequately consulting the mer¬ 
cantile communities affected by it.

John Cunningham, a Southern rail¬ 
way fireman, was probably fatally stab¬ 
bed In an encounter on the employes* 
excursion train at Princeton. Ind., on 
the way to St. Louis Saturday, and 
is In a serious condition at his home 
In Nevlna, Ky. A message received here 
yesterday by his brother said that there 
was little chance of his recovery. He 
w'as removed from Sts. Mary and Eliz¬ 
abeth Hospital to his home Saturday 
night, after he had been attended by 
Dr. Thomas P. Satterwhite. 

John Riley, who Is alleged to have 
stabbed Cunningham, escaped from the 
train In East St. Louis and all efforts 
of the police at thut place have failed 
to find him. He Is a Louisville boy. 
nilxmt eighteen years of age, and was 
employed by the Southern railway as 
a machinists’ helper. He hid in the 
train after the fight, and though officers 
went through every coach at Prince¬ 
ton, no truce of him was found. When 
the train was pulling Into East St. 
Louis Albert Uunittnghom. brother of 
the injured man. found Riley, who im¬ 
mediately upon being detected Jump¬ 
ed from the coach. 

The special excursion train was made 
up of eight coachea and the trouble 
occurred hi the rear coach. The men 
were playing a game when a quarrel 
arose between Riley and Cunningham. 
They came to blows and In a struggle, 
it is alleged. Riley stabbed Cunnifit- 
ham from behind with a spring-backed 
dirk. The btade of the knife passed 
under the shoulder blade and came near 
the heart, inflicting a dangerous wound.

The new Jail at •Center nnd Green 
street* will be ready for occupancy 
March 10. and at that time John R. 
Pflanz. the jailer, will take charge of 
the modern, finely equipped prison 
which will’he In almost absolute con¬ 
trast with the old structure now in use. 

The exterior work of the building 
ha* now been practically finished. The 
colls will be completed Januar> 1. and 
the remainder of the time wiH be taken 
up with completing the interior work. 
There will be cells enough to accommo¬ 
date between? tk»0 and 700 prisoners, 
while the capacity of the present jail 
Is only 300. Each prisoner will have u 
separate cell, equipped with running 
water and electric lights. 

The kitchen will b«? on the third floor 
df the building. A chapel will be pro¬ 
vided where religious services of the 
different denominations may be held. 
The offices of the Jailer will be at the 
entrance of the building at Center and 
Green streets.’

Some of the Improvements. 

“The great Improvements over the old 
Jail will be In room.- sanitation, lights, 
ventilation fend system." said Mr. 
Pflanz last night. In the old Jail we 
often have more than our capacity, 
and it Is necessary to crowd the ne¬ 
groes Into the large cells in their quar¬ 
ter of the Jail. No one will be crowded 
in the new J ill. 

“We will have the automatic lever 
system by which we can open one, any 
or all of the cell doors at the same time. 
The fan system of ventilation will keep 
the air pure, and every possible pro- 
\ Islon 1 ms been made to bring light 
Into the building. It will be modern In 
every respect, and it* will be possible to 
perfect the system so that, though we 
will have twice the capacity. It will not 
be necessary to increase th^* force of 
deputies.” 

The tunnel from the Jail to the Court¬ 
house has been completed except at the 
two terminals, and it will be ready for 
use as soon as the Jail Is occupied.

These are words of wisdom and they 
should be so regarded. After the boom 
comes the Inevitable reaction, dire in Its 
consequences; after speculative delaiuch 
comes ruin for those who are 111 prepared 
to take care of themselves in times of de¬ 
pression. It has not been long since the 
lesson was forcibly illustrated In Wall 
street, and the public should. In looking 
forward to the future, remember the past. 
While it is undoubtedly true that many 
good securities still look attractive, while 
there is no doubt that large crops have 
been harvested end that business im¬ 
provement is close at 'hand, a boom In 
the stock market will do more to i osi- 
pono legitimate enterprise at this time 
than it will to further our prosperly. Mfl- 
llon-share days in the stock market can¬ 
not follow each other In rapid succession 
without exhausting the investment de¬ 
mand. and the available supply of capital 
that Is needed to oncourag ■ business 
projects. A setback of one or two points 
will not answer, it Is better, vastly bet¬ 
ter, to go slow, to put on brakes and 
build surely. There is no reason, as Mr. 
Vanderllp rays, why this country should 
not be prosperous for some years to 
come, at least there is none now apparent. 
But the financial sky. while probably as 
clear as It ever is. cannot he described as 
wholly unclouevd. In the Fa: East a great 
war is being waged, a war that Is casting 
at least f2.O00.0W every day. This makes 
business, it is true, but it also is ex¬ 
hausting in Its demands upon credit. If 
the war does not end uooner, it must end 
when one or the other Powers have used 
up all their credit, and the struggle in 
that view of the case may not bo pro¬ 
longed indefinitely. Meantime. there is no 
tolling what drain will bo felt in the in¬ 
ternational money market.* Present prices 
of stocks mav not be high as compared 
with those which prevailed In the spring 
of ISM. hut the pace has been too rapid, 
and If allowed to continue much longer at 
such a rate there Is danger ahead. 

The speculation of the week has been 
accompanied by various rumors, some re¬ 
lating to prospective Increases In divi¬ 
dends of railroad shares; other? to a 
merger of the traction properties in Great¬ 
er New York, and still others to closer 
community of interest in various fields of 
traffic and Industry. Among the latter 
may be classed the report that the On¬ 
tario and Western road Is to W* absorbed 
by the New York, New Haven and Hart¬ 
ford. Indication points to a change In 
Atchison's directorate, which will bring It 
into closer fellowship with the Western 
roads, and there ha# been a new element 
of conjecture a regards Erie. ff&e to the 
election of President Baker, of the First 
National Bank of New York, as a mem¬ 
ber of the Board of Directors. Probably 
It Is true that large plans in the way of 
financing and closer union of railroad In¬ 
terests aro hi contemplation, but these 
'have not yet been fully dev* loped, and it 
is too early to make predictions. 

The pig iron market hen beciv active, 
with k rising scale of prices; orders have 
bec.ii placed with the groat steel nnd 
equipment companies for needed supplies 
in rh« way of cars and steel product.-. 
Thcro has been an active demand for 
copper, with <i good advance in prices 
Railroad traffic managers report a satis¬ 
factory tonnage, with bright prosper t*. 
and earnings are more than pleasing even 
at tho present time All the** things are 
signs which point the way to the future 
growth of business, but they do not war¬ 
rant a boom.

ticket there are those who are very 
hopeful of Democratic success.

Casualties In Battle, 

The bloody battles in Manchuria at¬ 
tract attention, for purposes of compar¬ 
ison, to the record of former wars. It is 
not new, of course, that the casualties 
of modem battles are much fewer in 
proportion to the number engaged than 
they were in former times. The im¬ 
provement in death-dealing weapons, 
instead of Increasing Che lists of killed 
and wounded, has the opposite tenden¬ 
cy. This, of course. Is mainly due to 
the circumstance that the fighting is 
at longer range. 

Investigations made by war experts 
show that during pie period when 
pikes and muskets were used In about 
equal proportions the average of cas¬ 
ualties was 26 per cent. At the battle 
of Dutsen they rose a# high as 35 per 
cept., while at Marston Moor they* were 
but 16. When the smooth-bore flint¬ 
lock had superseded Che pike the casu¬ 
alties were an average of 20* per cent. 
At Waterloo they were 23 p*r cent.; at 
Bunker Hill they were 24. After rlllee 
and percussion caps came into use the 
average of casualties came down to 15 
per cent. This average was, of course, 
exceeded in some notable battiea, as for 
example at Gettysburg the casualties 
were 20 per cent., at Shiloh 24, at Chick- 
air) auga 28. 

The era »of the breechloader Is con¬ 
sidered to have begun with 1866. when, 
at the battle of Koeniggratx, the cas¬ 
ualties amounted to 7 per cent. At 
Sedan the percentage was 8.9. But the 
average for this period, so far as as¬ 
certained, has been 11 per cent. This, 
of course, does not include the recent 
battles In Manchuria, as exact informa¬ 
tion as to the number engaged and the 
losses Ls hot now obtainable. 


Judge Taft’s Mission. 

The programme announced for the 
pacification of Panama will mark a new 
era In the conduct of the -iffaim of our 
government. The President having of 
his own Initiative raised up a new pow¬ 
er through secession, prompted by arms 
and the lavish use of money, feels call¬ 
ed upon to placate the very* men whom 
he used as instruments In carrying out 
his unlawful purposes. Notwithstand¬ 
ing his acts were confirmed by a 
Congress which made itself party to the 
usurpation and his scheme was eked out 
by a treaty duly signed by the represen¬ 
tatives of the power created by him, 
such discontent has been create*! liy the 
measures taken preliminary to the 
work on the canal that the ordinary 
means of dealing with foreign coun¬ 
tries. in cose of complications arising 
from transactions with them, are deem¬ 
ed Inadequate to the purpose. If dif¬ 
ferences occur with any of the great 
powers of Europe, they have always 
been adjustable by uh» diplomatic 
agents provided by law. 

But other means are deemed neces¬ 
sary* as to this new aliortion born of 
lawlessness, and the functions of the 
regular agents are to be supplemented 
by more spectacular demonstrations. 
Minister Barrett must give way to a 
more impressive agency selected espe¬ 
cially for the occasion. The Minister 
of War, who has proved himself so use¬ 
ful In his varied functions, first us 
Governor General of cue Asiatic Prov¬ 
inces and more lately* as Cabinet of¬ 
ficer on* the stump, certifying to the 
amiable character of his chief and 
pleading for his re-election, has been 
selected as the representative of hie 
august master in pacifying the threat¬ 
ened displeasure of tiie President of 
the new Isthmian Republic. A war 
vessel will perhaps bear him with his 
retinue of attendants. „ The attorney* of 
the Canal Company*, whkih benefited 
by the millions poured into its lap, 
will with others grace his train, and 
Instead of the simple diplomatic ex¬ 
change of notes, by w lu.ch differences 
arising between foreign powners are ad¬ 
justed, we shall see all the forms of 
an Oriental embassy* exerted to Im¬ 
press the court to which It is accredit¬ 
ed with a proper sense of our power 
and a display* of our magnanimity In 
further concession for favors granted. 
If it were not so serious it would be lu¬ 
dicrous for its Pickwickian exaggera¬ 
tion. But In its conception It Is thor¬ 
oughly Rooseveltinn, combining the big 
stick and the easy w r ord, the minister of 
war and the minister of peace, to result 
In some act of grace granting further 
favor to those who pose as the injured 
allies.

Gov. Boutwell To the Negroes. 

EJx-Oov. Boutwell, of Massachusetts, 
former Secretary of the Treasury,'find 
Senator in Congress, and one of the 
founders of the Republican party, but 
now* a supporter of Parker and Davis, i 
in a recent communication to the New* 
York Age. the organ of the Afro-Amer¬ 
ican or negro element, argues that It is 
the duty of the race to support the 
nominations and platform of the Demo¬ 
cratic party. He endeavors to show 
that the Fifteenth amendment is the 
sole security which the members of that 
race in America enjoy for their political 
and Industrial equality, and Is not lim¬ 
ited to that race, but extends to the 
members of every other race living 
under the protection of the Constltu- j 
tlon. Therefore, when the negro race of j 
this country gives Its support to the 
doctrines of the Republican party In 
reference to the Philippine Islands It 
admits that the Fifteenth amendment 
dooe not exist because of its righteous¬ 
ness. but only as an expedient applied 
and limited to the negro race of Amer¬ 
ica. Combating this view*, he says: 

“As one of tbs persons who had some 
port in the preparation of the Fifteenth 
amendment, fluid as I have defended It as 
I have had opportunity now for a third of 
a century. I assert that 1 should feel hu¬ 
miliated and disgraced Indeed if it should 
be the Judgment of the people of the 
Untied States, and especially If it should 
be the judgment of the negro race In the 
United States, that the amendment was 
framed and adopted, not as based upon 
a right applicable to all mankind, but os 
a mere expedient for the nogro race In 
America. Nor do I allow* myself to con¬ 
sider, and 1 assert that neither the negro 
race nor the white race of America has 
any right to consider, whether the inhab¬ 
itants of the Philippine Islands arc well 
qualified for the buelneaa of self-govern¬ 
ment. If we had waited at the c^osa of 
the Civil War to ascertain the qualifica¬ 
tions of the negTo race of America for 
the business of self-government, the Fif¬ 
teenth aornendroent could never have been 
adopted. The race that you represent had 
given no evidence whatever of Its ability 
for self-government. The members were 
without education: they were without 
any considerable knowledge of the Indus¬ 
tries of life; they had nu attainments In 
art; they were destitute at homes; they 
wero not the owners of lands and they 
had no means of acquiring either lands 
or homes. It might have been said, and 
with grounds for the assertion, that they 
were Incapable utterly for the work of 
self-government.

On 
arriving at Panama they were thrown 
Into i rhion. That wa* the revolution!

Mr. Hay had evl 
dently oyerlookc%I Mr. Seward’s lettfr to

“The United States desire nothing rU* 
nothing l>ettef. nnd nothing more In re¬ 
gard to the State of Colombia than the 
enjoyment on th-rir part of complete ard 
absolute sovereignity and Independence. 

If those great Interests shall ever be as¬ 
sailed by uny pow**»r. at home or abroad, 
the United Stales will be ready, co-operat 
lng with the Government and their ally.

The results are the Bairn 
Points within fifty miles of Panama ci.y 
would have been too remote for any 
foi ce to Interfere with transit along the 
Panama railroad: besides, the pretext 
that the guaranty of ih.* neutrality of the 
isthmus by the United States was equiva¬ 
lent to preventing the Columbian Govern¬ 
ment from reconquering a reuolltioue pro¬ 
vince, is an insult to Judgment Under 
the ireiirtv of 1846 the United States guar¬ 
anteed tne possession of the Isthmua to 
Colombia, not U> any rebels, flund It was 
the duty of Colombia, not the United 
States. t<» keep truffle unobstructed. How¬ 
ever offensive Colombia’s treatment may 
have been, our action Is that of a bully, 
who distill* a small boy of his apple 
because the price doesn't suit. 

in less than forty-eight hours aftet this 
peaceful revolution we acknowledged the 
belligerency of the Panamans. At” that 
time tiure were no Panama belligerents, 
no aripy, no general, no corporal, po pri¬ 
vate. no flag They are still adverltsir g 
for a design for a flag. In ten days we 
acknowledged the Independence of t lie 
Panama Republic—'before Hurt* had bten 
any convention of the people, any con¬ 
gress or any acthMi on their port to d - 
termfne whether the government ahouid 
be a republic or a despotism. In fifteen 
days we had negotiated and signed a 
treaty with this flow power—before any 
king, any president, any congress or any 
parliament had been chosen. The whole 
proceeding is a tranefpnnrnt farce and the 
few alleged revolutionists are now* quar¬ 
reling over the distribution of the ten 
million*. Th**re will be no quarreling in 
France over the distribution of the forty 
millions, for the American syndicate will 
r >t permit one unnecwssar> dollar of that 
tfum to go abroad, no matter in whose 
name the Panama obligation may be held. 
This Panama revolution will come back, 
to haunt us like Bancho’s ghost In years 
to come, and the only excuse that we 
can have for transparent violations of 
International law. preventing Colombia 
from landing troops within fifty miles of 
her own province, will be that an Ameri¬ 
can syndicate and its political partners 
in Washington were urgently in neod of 
WT.flOO.OOO ALEXANDER 8 BACON.

respond to that advertisement. 

“Perhaps some tender-hearted boy. 
with conscience ungeared. would cvime. 
Perchance some aged man. with body 
worn out In the service of 6fm, would 
come hobbling’ in to make ready for his 
last long journey. But, my friends, I 
fear that the roa>8 and throng cf broad- 
shouldered, rugged men would read and 
smile, or sneer and pas4.cn. Although 
such a sign does not adorn this temple 
of worship, I wish to lift up my voice 
to-night in all earnestness and seri¬ 
ousness and say: ‘Wanted, mem in 
God’s service, blg-bodled, big-brained, 
big-fouled men, to carry* ora the great 
work of the highest, holiest man— 
Chrlrt Jesus.* 

“It is hardly necessary for me to rug¬ 
ged that 1 am not underestimating the 
•worth of women in the work of the 
Lord. There is a strikftrvg contrast be¬ 
tween the position of men in this day 
Jn religious matters anul the place of 
m«rh In such matters In other tiroes and 
climes. Religion in patriarchal, pro¬ 
phetic and apostolic days was carried 
on by men. Can any one imagine 
Abraham saying to Sarah: 'Now wife, 
you a,wend to the Children, and fur¬ 
nish the religion for the home, and 1*11 
furnish bread a*nd meat. You build 
the altairs and offer sacrifices, und I'll 
tend the flocks and herds?* No. Mem 
and brethren, let it be remembered that 
Abraham was a mam of affairs. He 
was a soldier, a military* leader of 
prowess as well as a man of large 
business cor cerns. Abraham was a 
wealthy gentleman and God-fearing 
man.

Meade county, Ky., who la at the 
Willard Hotel, and who Is known along 
the Ofoio river aa the “lUfy king," Is a 
great admirer of Shakespeare, and always 
ha» a quotation from the writings of the 
Bard of Avon which will fit any occa- 
slon. fence his retirement from business 
CUpt. Williams has Indulged himself in 
several European trips, on© each year 
during the past four years, having return¬ 
ed from Ws last voyage but a few w«*eks 
ago. During this last pilgrimage ha visit**! 
Slmkeepearo'a oW home On the Avon, 
and with the local color and Inspiration 
there obtained has devoted himself more 
nsshliiously to his quotations. \ He tells 
many amusing instance# of English life, 
and on one occasion how he shocked a 
Briton who chanced to 'be dining at a 
table with Mm. The Briton, who had 
ordered and Just received the materials 
for a brandy and soda, was startled be¬ 
yond measure at the unknown American, 
who, pointing at the brandy bottle, pro¬ 
claimed In deep and vibrant tones a per¬ 
verted version of the lines In “Macbeth"— 
“What Is that I see before me"—and the 
smooch, gentle glide into “Othello,'* 
which ooropluted the speech, "What a 
fool a man is to put Into his mouth an 
enemy who will steal away his bratns.” 

"By tho time I had finished,“ said Capt. 
williams, “the Briton hod caught the 
lueas and appreciated It, too, for when he 
recovered his composure his first words 
were: 'Won't you *av© a glaws wKh me, 
sir?’ 

“9hake*»peare brought me another invi¬ 
tation to drink while I was away. This 
was when we were returning on the Lu¬ 
can la. At dinner one day 1 asked ar. aris¬ 
tocratic Englishman, who was seated at 
my right, to pass me a bottle of sauce. 
He stared at me In horror, his very per¬ 
son quivering with the eujipressed ejacu¬ 
lations of an uncomplimentary nature. I 
divined his thoughts without any trouble, 
and camo to the front with my Shakes¬ 
peare. who put the words into the mouth 
of Hamlet; They say I am half mad.' 
and this sentiment 8evm*d to agree with 
tne Englishman'-#view. He was pleased. 
But nut so when 1 finished with the state¬ 
ment that 'In England they are wholly 
mad, and know not w’hat they do.' This 
little scene also terminated with an In¬ 
vitation to Join him In a 'glaws.' 

“You may think by this time that I use 
Shakespeare for iwenuo only.' but 1 as¬ 
sure you that it Is not the case, for I 
declined both Inv.'tatlone. 

“During my hist vtslt in London I had 
the mJrfortune to fall from the top of one 
of the London omnibuses, and only es¬ 
caped with a broken rib. I enjoy my trips 
abroad thoroughly, but wtll not take an¬ 
other until I find some one of my own 
inclinations to go with me. I'll stay right 
here in old Kentucky for tho present."

“The cotton crop throughout the State

OTHER PLANTS ENDANGERED. 


Fire of unknown origin destroyed the 
extensive Junk handling plant of S. 
Weber & Bon, at PrcMon and Washing¬ 
ton fftreets, yesterday afternoon, entail¬ 
ing a loss estimated by the owners at 
$100,000, with insurance on the building 
to the amount of $. r >,fi00. 

The fire was discovered ot 12.30 
o'clock by Isaac Young, a gat© watch¬ 
man In charge of the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad guard gate at Pres¬ 
ton and Washington wtreete. Young 
says the fire seemed to start all over 
the building simultaneously, and that 
hts attention was attracted to It by 
dense clouds of smoke and flame Issuing 
from all the openings on the Preoton- 
street side. He turned In the alarm over 
the telephone, and the alarm box at 
Hancock and Market attest* was sound¬ 
ed by the fire tower. 

Hook and Ladder Company No. 2. lo¬ 
cated at Hancock and Jefferson streets, 
was the first to respond, and imme¬ 
diately after leaving the house Capt. 
Val Riehl saw the extent of the fire, 
and, leaping from the truck at Hancock 
and Market streets, he sounded the 
third alarm, calling out the greater part 
of the apparatus of the department. 

When the engines reached the Beene 
all the surrounding buildings and prop¬ 
erty within two squares of the burning 
Junk plant were In danger. The Weber 
buildings, themselves of a combustible 
nuture. were filled with combustible 
material, such as old rags and all class¬ 
es of Junk, and the fire wns soon dan¬ 
gerously fierce. Flying brands were car¬ 
ried high in the air by the heat cur¬ 
rents and sent flying with the wind, 
which was blowing stiffly from the 
northeast nl the outset, shifting to the 
east an hour later, endangering prop¬ 
erty <to the windward. 

• • * 

Gas Plant In Danger. 

At 2 o'clock, while the fire was still 
burning fiercely, the wind, which had 
shifted again, sprang up afresh, com¬ 
ing frqm the wept. This state of case 
presented a new* danger, as burning 
brands were carried in a cloud and 
dropped above the plant of the Louis¬ 
ville Gas Company, on the Hancock- 
street side of the fire, and It wue with 
the gTe«t*-st difficulty that the gas 
plant was saved. After the attention 
of the firemen was attracted to prop¬ 
erty to the east of the burning Junk 
buildings. It was learned that two tank 
sheds. In which several hundred gallons 
of naphthu are stored, were directly In 
the line of the falling fire brands. Real¬ 
izing that to allow* the fire to reach 
these 'tanks meant an explosion that 
would carry with It death and destruc¬ 
tion, and probable spread of the fire. 
Chief Tyson at once ordered a section 
of hk% force to guard the tank sheds 
and keep the fire from them at all 
hazards. The tank guard w*as main¬ 
tained until all danger from that source 
was past. 

• • • 

Many Plants Threatened. 


The fire was devoid of accident save 
that Capt. Henry Weatherford and his 
aide, Frank Nade. were given an un¬ 
pleasant Jolt on Jefferson street, near 
Tenth, when their buggy ran Into a 
hole In the street. The axle was brok¬ 
en and the vehicle came to a sudden 
halt, throwing both men out. Neither 
wa* hurt, but were delayed In getting 
to the fire, being compelled to leave 
the buggy and reach the fire by street 
car. 

Two engines were kept busy through¬ 
out last night, the day force being re¬ 
lieved by a fresh corps of firemen at 9 
o'clock last night. Twenty-five work¬ 
men are temporarily throwm out of 
work as a result of the blaze. 


The buildings of the Gas Company 
caught fire several times during the af¬ 
ternoon, but were extinguished before 
gaining headway. The B4g Four freight 
depot, at Preston and Main streets, was 
In danger several times, being saved 
only by the watchfulness of the fire¬ 
men. The plant of the United States 
Cast Iron Pipe and Foundry Company, 
at Hancock and Washington streets. 
w'Or? in Imminent danger while the wind 
blew from the west and was showered 
w*Uh sparks and brands for an hour, 
requiring the attention of a squad or 
firemen during that time. 

The Big Four round-house, located 
on the west ride of Preston street, op¬ 
posite the Weber plant, was also In 
danger several times. The heat at that 
point wTft* intense, while brands were 
thrown upon the root by the force of 
hegt currents. The watch-houses, roll¬ 
ing stock and all combustible property 
within a square of the scene of the 
blaze had to be watched clooely until 
the middle of the afternoon, when the 
firemen gained control and confined 
the destruction to the Weber building 

The origin of the fire, though appar¬ 
ently due to some accident, is in a de¬ 
gree mysterious. It was discovered 
fifteen minutes after workmen left the 
building at 12:15 o'clock. A. Loberg. 
foreman in charge, says he went back 
Into the building after all the men had 
left It. and that he saw no sign of fire. 
He says he walked directly to his home, 
at 307 East Jefferson street, but a rhort 
distance away, and had been there but 
a few minutes when he heard the whis¬ 
tle of the Big Four round-house sound¬ 
ing the alarm. Realizing that the 
alarm was from the vicinity of the 
Weber plant, he was Interested and 
walked out in the yard, when he saw 
the smoke and flames reaching high In 
the air. “It was not more than fifteen 
minute* after 1 left the plant," said 
Loberg, "and I do not see how the fire 
had gained such headway in so short 
a time. I have no Idea how k could 
have caught. If we left anyone In the 
building at noon I do not know who It 
could have been. I eaw* all the men 
leave the place before I left It." 

• * • 

Five Loaded Cars Burned. 

Five loaded freight cars were stand¬ 
ing on a aiding on the north side of th© 
Weber building and all of them were 
burned. Four were loaded with scrap 
Iron and one wdth mbber. They were 
ready for removal and w’otild have been 
taken out later In the afternoon. The 
four containing Iron were fiat cars, 
w*hlle that In which the rubber w*a§ 
loaded was a box car. 

S. Weber, senior member of the firm 
eald last night hts loss will reach $100.- 
000. He valuee the buildings at $12,000. 
and »ay« he had machinery worth $6.- 
000 In the building. The remainder of 
his loa*. he s-ays, was on stock, con¬ 
sisting of scrap Iron, rubber, wool and 
old rags. The heaviest loss on stock, 
according to Mr. Weber's eetimate, was 
on rubber, of which the firm had about 
200.000 pounds stored in the building. 

“There will l* some salvage on the 
Iron and brass." said Mr. Weber, “but 
the wool, fubber and rags and the ma¬ 
chinery' are destroyed, while the iron 
is almost worthless after being subject¬ 
ed to such Intense heat."

Willett ' 1 
lives near the plant -»f 8, Weber 
Son. which was destroyed by fire y r e«-' 
terday afternoon. As soon as the fire 
engine® began puffing and tooting their 
whistles, William hastened to the scene 
and took his stand ‘as near the fierce 
blaze as possible without his clothing 
catching fire. an<l. although the firemen 
threatened and fumed and the officers 
shouted, he stolidly' refused to move. 
Not even a three-Inch stream of water, 
which was guided Into the small of his 
back by an exasperated fireman, could 
persuade him that there was a more 
comfortable locality about half a block 
away. 

Finally Patrolman Cannon decided 
that K was hta duty’ to remove the 
negro, and, shading his face from the 
fierce heat, he pushed to his side, and 
said:

I TFT the ending of the playing 
season of baseball tho center 
of Interest clwuigea from the 
diamond to the mugnates. 

It doe* not appear likely that many 
rules wi'.l bo changed at tho annual meet¬ 
ing. or that there will he any clash be¬ 
tween tho major leagues of sufficient 
magnitude to seriously disturb the pres¬ 
ent amicable relations existing between 
the two organizations. 

Tho most radical change contemplated 
1 e a reversion to the old 140 game sched¬ 
ule. and it appears more than likely that 
next season will be changed to that 
length. It Is also probable that a series 
cf post-season games for the champion¬ 
ship of tho world between the winners 
of tho National and American League 
pennants will be provided for this winter. 
Legislation favoring a shorter season and 
post-season games will find favor with 
p ayers and Tans alike. 

In tho actual play ihero will be few 
changes, according to the present out¬ 
look. There is n general demand for new 
rules to partially overcome the effect of 
the recently invented ’’spit” bail. This 
development of the pitcher's art was 
taken up rapidly and with such good ef¬ 
fect that the already light baiting rec¬ 
ords were further reduced in the final 
•week. Next year it will be In general use, 
and unlfcsj something is done the season 
may lack Interest through light batting 
and baserutming. 

It will also be urged upon the magnates 
to enact a law* allowing a twirier to work 
a second time In tho .same game. Tnia 
change In the rules Is advocated by Harry 
Chadwick, the “father of baseball.” His 
contention is that a pitcher Is liable to 
become rattled In an early inning of a 
game, and that a rest for two or three 
innings would restore his nerve.

DUE TO POOR QUALITY.

Their 
faith in the smallnee® of the crop had 
been sorely Lriefl by the heaviness of 
the receipts, and while believing that 
the heavy receipt* were caused by the 
great temptation to farmers of the

iwn-h a quantity had accumulated In 
the visible as would turn speculative 
sentiment decidedly tn the direction 
contrary to their Interest.

Not from the 
Southwest, for the grades of both hard 
and soft winter wheat that can be de¬ 
livered here are bring r.g more for flour- 
making than the prices at which the 
futures ar° Falling. That state of af¬ 
fairs has existed since the beginning 
«»f the eeaeon* and is becomtng more 
pronounced ns the tlino approaches 
when the needs of the short-seller must 
be supplied at whatever cost. 

That snarl In the spevuUtlve situation 
Is not to be met by any heroic cutting 
of the gnrdtan knot, which Is too elusive 
for the knife. Carefully complied state- 
men tv of the amount of this year’s crop 
already marketed In the Northwest

High Prices For Cattle. 

Generally speaking, conditions at the 
stockyards are Improved. Cattle closed 
the week In an extremely satisfactory 
condition as regards the choice of fancy 
kinds. Prices one day touched the top 
point of the year, and higher than at 
any time since 1902. Seven-cent cattle 
being now an actuality, the trade is ex¬ 
pecting still further advances in the 
grades which usually sell above $ 6 . 
While the advance fti prime beeves has 
been startling. It has been aided by the 
lack of quality which the large propor¬ 
tion of the receipts have shown. 

It Is remarked by the trade that de¬ 
spite the urgent demand for good cat¬ 
tle. which has boosted values to such 
n dizzy height, there are few of them 
coming In, and that th- country doe 8 
not seem disposed to hold the cattle for 
the finish which th«* dressed beef trade 
is largely looking for. It would seem 
that the feeders would take the pres¬ 
ent lesson to heart and put more flesh 
on their cattle, hut some of them evi¬ 
dently fear a break before they can get 
their product ready, and appear to pre¬ 
fer to forward them to a market al¬ 
ready overloaded with poor stuff than 
hold them. » 

As Indicated In the speculative end 
of provisions on the Board of Trade, 
the quality of the bulk of offerings of 
hogs was not good. Men In the trade 
declare that the quality of the receipt* 
of the lost two weeks has been the 
worst seen in many years. 

Sheep were Inclined to easiness the 
fore part of the week, and declines 
were noted, hut toward the latter part 
a recovery put price* about on a level 
with those of a week ago. 


LAST LETTER 


ADDRESSED TO EMPLOYERS BY 
BOOKBINDERS. 


Strike Expected To Be Declared At 
Meeting of Unions This Aft¬ 
ernoon. 


Ilea vine** was the general character¬ 
istic of the com market, the occasions 
on which a different feeling manifested 
itself being at such times as wheat was 
more than usually strong. Weather for 
he curing of the grain wo* a* good a* 
could be wished for at this reason of 
the year; much was being heard of the 
liberality of the discounts under pres 
ent spcculatlvt price# that farmer# 
will lug to sell at for delivery the latter 
part of next month and December. 
That was accepted as an Indication of 
satisfaction with the result of the crop 
on the part of the farmer, and gave 
the beartshly Inclined among the spec 
ulntors more encouragement to press 
their offerings of futures. 

At points in Nebraska, according to 
Megnuns. farmers were offering to 

attract their com for shipment the 
latter half of November and December 
at 25 cents a bushel, and the mere men¬ 
tion of such figures made May corn in 
Chicago at 45 cent* h>ok high. The bare 
contrast of the figures there and here, 
however, had a much more bearish ap¬ 
pearance than was altogether warrant¬ 
ed by the fact If the fanners offering 
ihe corn live a« far West as Hastings, 
in the £ta>te mentioned, from which the 
freight Is 25 cents oer 100 pound*, or 14 
cents a bushel, that corn would cost the 
shipper 39 oenrts here, without anything 
else added for the various Incidentals, 
to say nothtng of commissions. 

There Is an abundamoe of com, how¬ 
ever, much closer to Chicago that was 
rapidly approaching the condition that 
would fit it for shipment, and it was 
really the near approach of the time 
when The crop generally would be on 
tho move eastward that may be sup¬ 
posed to have l>een weighing on the 
spirit of the longs, and that made the 
task of battering the prices down easy 
to -the bear*. The latter party In the 
market kept close watch on the longs, 
end when the nervous holders made the 
•lightest move to unload, eta they did 
cm several occasions, the market was 
>o quickly cut from under them that 
celling out, when persisted tn. had to be 
done at much below the point at which 
It started. There ta every appearance 
at present that the corn crop is both 
large in bulk and fine In quality, so 
that those who are Inclined to do battle 
for prices In accordance with the cur- 
r»-nt figures being paid for wheat have 
!u front of them a hard uphill fight.

WELL-KNOWN FARMER 

DIES OF BLOOD POISON. 


Frederick Kustes Stepped On a Rusty 
Nall Thirteen Months Ago. 


The oats market was subject to some¬ 
what similar conditions to those that 
\>cre depressing corn. The difference 
chiefly consisted in the fact that the 
former crop had long been safely 
housed and had. previous to this week 
or last, been acknowledged to be one of 
the best in every respect the country 
has e\er produced. That might have 
been supposed to have caused more 
weakness In oats than in corn, but such 
was not the case, oat longs showing a 
holder front than did their neighbors 
In the corn pit. 

Receipts, while smaller than of late, 
were still In excess of the consumptive 
requirements, and a large surplus again 
overflowed Into the visible supply and 
swelled Its bulk to the unusual propor¬ 
tions of close upon 24.000.000 bushels. 
T)ie explanation for the lesser weak¬ 
ness in oats is probably due to the 
fact that the high price of wheat has 
a more direct bearing on the one than 
the other. Oats as an article of hu¬ 
man food is proportionately used much 
more than corn, and the makers of oat¬ 
meal.

In the letter the employer* are urgent¬ 
ly requested to grant the ermiferenc# 
with representative# of the two unions, 
and to treat with them a« a union, and 
Its tenor indicates that unless the con¬ 
ference is granted l^efore 5:30 o’clock 
this afternoon, a strike will be declared 
at a joint mas*-meeting at Odd Fel¬ 
lows* Temple. Sixth and Walnut streets, 
at 5:45 o'clock thl* afternoon 

A sentence in the red letter is: “You 
have seen fit to again refuse a confer¬ 
ence with the Joint oorrimiUtee repre¬ 
senting local unions No. 54 and 126. 
International Brotherhood of Book¬ 
binders. We resent this treatment 
from you. for whom w© have faith¬ 
fully tolled, some of us for many year*, 
giving to you the l>e#t of our time and 
talent. You have profited by our labor 
In th»* days gone by. and now you ex¬ 
pect to use this accumulated wealth 
to keep us In subjection; to deprive us 
of the rights and privileges that you 
demand for yotfrgelv&i. The time for 
many words is pan and we make a 
final appeal for Justice to those among 
you whom we still believe to be honest 
and upright men/' 

The employers arc told in the letter 
that they must submit to the conference 
and treat with the workmen as a union, 
or take the consequences. A strike In¬ 
volving at least four of the largest 
bindery establishments In Louisville 
seems to las certain, uniless som* set¬ 
tlement is reached and all the binderies 
in the city will be affected.

The In¬ 
dication* are that both side* will eruid 
firm, and that a strike will be begun 
to-night.

The lower port of the Wayne county 
division is the center of some scattered 
drilling, and during the past few weeks 
several wells have been drilled In with 
a good showing of oil. 


Four Strikes In Cumberland.

Initial work will commence In las:* 
county at an early date end extensive 
te»vt-work w ill be carried on In that 
county.

Eatlii county »vjntlnues to furntsh 
producer* of smwll caliber, none doing 
over five barrels. Drilling In the old 
Ragland field of Bath and Rowan 
ouuntkes has about been discontinued. 
About 150 wells were drilled In that 
field In two years.

FOR BIG MEETING OF KING’S 
DAUGHTERS. 


Several Women of Prominence Will 
Make Addresses At Coming 
Convention. 


Mrs. Louisa M. Plates. widow of 
George Plates, committed suioidc yes¬ 
terday morning about 7 o’clock at h*r 
home on the Corydou pike, two mites 
west of New Albany, by hanging her¬ 
self to one of the posts of an old-fash¬ 
ioned four-poet bedstead. Her suicide 
was the result of a dltwdered mind, 
caused by the death of her husband 
and a Child for both of whom she hcul 
mourned continually. 

The family hud noticed nothing un¬ 
usual about her actions yesterday 
morning, and after she tyid finished 
her breakfast, while several members 
were still at the table, she went Into 
a room near. Not mono than fifteen 
minutes after, her little son George, 
aged four years, ran Into the room, 
wlvere his grandfather, Louis Good bub. 
was engaged In shaving, and exclaim¬ 
ed “Grandpa, con e quick! Mamma has 
hung herself to the bedpost." 

.Mr. Good-bub hastened to the room 
and found, his daughter suspended 
from the post by a stitp of leather, 
such as Is used for lacing belts. She 
had parsed the nooae around her neck 
and had tied the end to the top of the 
i>ost. He cut the strap ai)d lowered 
tlho body to the bed, when rfhe gave but 
one g&sp. The noose was loosened 
and every effort ma-cle to revive her 
without success. Coroner Starr was 
sent for and made a thorough examin¬ 
ation. and his finding wilt be In ac¬ 
cordance with the facts. 

Two years ago, George Plaiss, her 
husband, died of typhoid (Vver nf Buf¬ 
falo, N. Y., where he employed in 
a rolling mill. A few weeks alter his 
death, her child, a baby bom only a 
few days, after the father's death, 
passed away. Since then Mrs. Plains 
had t>een dewpomdent, and sfte frequent¬ 
ly declared that she had no desire to 
live. Several months ago she swal¬ 
lowed a capsule filled with Paris gTeen 
and her life at that time was only 
saved by prompt medical assistance. 
She was thirty-eight years old and she 
leaves two chiMren—Louis Ptaisss. aged 
eight years, ami George Plates* four 
years old. 

Since the suicide of Mrs. U. G. Suth- 
crlln, in the Sliver Grove suburb, New 
Albany, ten (lays ago* Mrs Plates had 
frequently spoken of the circumstance 
and her family had carefully watched 
her, fearing that the would end her 
life In the same manner.

The county, outalde the city, had 
more than half us many voters as the 
city of Louisville and the vote at each 
of the county precincts was almost as 
large us it is at the present time. This 
was accounted for by the fact that 
they had fewer voting places at that 
time and the men were forced to coine 
further to cast their ballots. Jeffersdn- 
town had 492 votes cast that year and 
it has but little more than this num¬ 
ber now. Many of the precincts are 
not known now by the names which 
were given them at that time. Boston, 
Lower Ponds, Gilman’s, Oakland and 
others were the places at which votes 
were cast. Portland was then In the 
county and was a separate precinct. 

W. H. Grainger, one of the candi¬ 
dates, was the father of Mayor Grain¬ 


ger. He was elected by a vote of 1.707. 
which was the next largest vote cast 
j for anv one candidate on the ticket. 

! The principal race of that year was 
i between Gen. Pilcher and Hamilton 
! Pope. These two ran neck and neck 
and the result in the county decided the 
race. Pope had a majority In the city 
w’hlle his opponent carried the county, 
hut not by a majority large enough 
to give him the election. Pope’s ma- 
| Jority In the city wAs 120, while Pll- 
’ cher carried the county by seventy-four 
1 votes, giving Pope the election by 40. 

The voting strength of the city was 
l only about 3.500. while at present it is 
almost 50.000. Since then four new 
! wards have been made and the town 
| has grown to a city with a total popu¬ 
lation of 233,000.

They are hovering about 
the eaves of most of the buildings l i 
the city, and no one ha^* any real idea 
of the number of fires they are respon¬ 
sible for. 

"The English aparrow. which la con¬ 
demned for so many other reasons, is . 
perhars more dangerous as an inccn- j 
diary than it is annoying with lts» con¬ 
stant twitter. There are millions of 
them in the city and they build their* 
nests wherever there Is the slightest. 
opportunity In making hla nest the 
spat row will carry a most remarkable 
amount of rubbish into an eavc. Straw 
and sticks and rags go to make It and j 
whenever, a sparrow finds a match it 
takes great delight ii using It for an 


Interior decoration. It may be that the 
bright red bead of the match catcher 
the bird’s eye, but whatever the reason 
it is a fact that a sparrow never 
overlooks a match. 

“In picking about the nest with Its 
beak, the bird often sets the match off 
and once a fire Ls start d lq one of the 
nests, it spread© rapidly. Often, too. 
the match get© damp and then It ig¬ 
nites from spontaneous combust.mi, 

“Many of the mysterious fires, which 
start In attics, could be traced to thes* 
feathered Ineendartes if the real facts 
were known. They will get Into a small 
hole and build their neat© far back be¬ 
tween the planks of the guttering and 
In mast case* the occupants of the 
house are not aware that the ued is 
there, A person cannot be Lk> care¬ 
ful in seeing that there are no ne.Ms 
about the house. Let a person remove 
one of them Just /or an experiment and 
pee what It Is made of He will be sur¬ 
prised if ho has never seen one before 
and he will then realize the truth of 
my statement,* 


Sitting serenely on the seat of the As¬ 
sistant Chief's fire buggy, while the 
firemen dragged heavy hose in the di¬ 
rection of the fire, and a general tur¬ 
moil of excitement raged about It. a 
cat was the most interested spectator 
of a recent fire In the southern part of 
the city.

Dogs have been known to take up 
their residence at nre engine houses 
and run with the engines ever stnee 
there were Auch things as fire compa¬ 
nies. but the only cat known to do this 
Is the small maltese kitten which was 
raised by Goodman* The cat came Into 
this life only a few weeks ago. She 
was bom In the engine house and soon 
learned about the hitching up, the dash 
to the fire and the excitement of the 
blaze. She was raised from the gum¬ 
my-eyed stage to c&thood with the 
noise of the Joker and the clang of the 
engine gongs as a daily accompaniment 
to her meals. 

The first run she made was by acci¬ 


dent. It was at night, and she decided 
that the seat of Capt. Hager’s buggy 
would make a delightfully soft resting 
place. She curled up and was sleeping 
peacefully when the Joker ticked off a 
call.
